“The food needs of the nation can only be met in 
the long run by the age-old plan‘of work and pay, 
and not by running the farmer like a monkey up and 
down a prophetic stick,” says Herbert Corey, news- 
paper correspondent and editor. 


A Safe Bet 


Secretary of the Navy Knox has predicted a crude 
oil shortage within a year, and exhaustion in 14 to 20 
years of present known supplies. 

Almost these same words were used during the last 
World War, and then the oil industry evolved new 
drilling methods, found new fields, greatly increased 
the products taken from crude oil, and gave our na- 
tion the greatest supply of oil products on record. 

There was incentive to do the job. If our lawmakers 
and regulators will but give the oil industry half a 
chance and allow a fair return for the risk involved, 
it is a safe bet that this country won't be out of oil in 
one year, or twenty years. 

Cut the red tape before an artificial shortage is 
created, and give American enterprise a chance to 
meet any emergency, Any other policy will be fatal to 
a nation that uses gasoline and oil products almost as 
freely as water. 


Bureaucrats Branch Out 
Mr. Shipstead has submitted to the United Stat 
Senate a resolution which was referred to tht com- 
mittee on Agriculture and Forestry. This resolution 
indicates that the Rural Eletrification Administra- 
tion has departed from its original purpose to pro- 


mote rural electrification and has become a political| 89° 


agency; that it has used rural electrification cooper- 
atives’ funds to promote and finance insurance com- 
panies, and that groups have been organized and sup- 
ported from government funds to engage in activi- 
ties intended to influence the Congress and other goy- 
ernment agencies, in violation of the letter and spirit 
of the Rural Electrification Act. 

The resolution asks for an inquiry into the admin- 
istration of the Act and to determine whether politi- 
cal organizations have been created to influence its 
administration. 

Thus does the old, old story of socialized industry 
repeat itself—political groups seeking power and pri- 
vilege at the expense of the private citizen. Once such 
groups are entrenched, it is difficult to correct or dis- 
lodge them, because they represent government, and 
it is hard to yet government to correct itself. 


Is Legitimate Distribution Wanted? | 

Unless producers and consumers wish to contact 
each other through a national black market, they 
will have to unite with retail food distributors in a 
demand for types of control which permit legitimate 
‘distribution to live. That is the forthright opinon of 
one chain store spokesman, and there is little question 
but that it is the opinion of the entire retail industry.
